French "Jack-The-Rlpper," was guil- 
lotined at Bourghon-Bresse, capital o-t 
the Department of Ain, this, morning. 
Ho protested his innocence and simu- 
lated insanity to the last. 


Vacher, 
who was 29 years' of age, 


was condemned at the October assiers. 
Early in life he Is known to have bru- 
tally 'murdered four boys, six women 
and girls and an old widow. Most of 
the victims were tending herds when 
Vacher 
came 
behind them and cut 


their throats. 


The 
crimes of Joseph Vacher have 


surpassed

the "Whitechapel murderer 


known 
as 
"Jack-the-Ripper." 
Kis 


homicidal mania first -brake out in .1894. 
In defense of Vacher, it was pointed 
out that when a youth he was bitten 
by a mad dog, and that the village her- 
balist 
ga.vd 
'him his medicine, after 


drinking which he became irritable and 
brutal, whereas he had previously been 
quiet and inoffensive. It also appears 
from these statements that from that 
time 
he 
had a passion • for human 


blood. Referring to his crimes, Vacher 
is quoted as saying: "My victims nev- 
er suffered, for while I throttled them 
with one hand, I simply took thalr 


lives with a sharp instrument in the 
other.. I am .an. anarchist, and .1 am 
opposad- to society, .rio matter what the 
form of government m'av be." 
The exact .number of' Vacher's vic- 


tims 
will never be known, but it is 
said 
twenty-three assassinations had 


been brought home to him in October 
last, and the number was added to. as 
time wore on. In fact; it is doubtful 
whether 
the 
murderer himself knew 


the real number of his victims. 
Vacher 
appears to have wandered 


through the country districts of France 
committing murders. 


The most prominent victim of Vach- 


er was the Martinis de Villeplalne, who 
was killed while walking1 In his park 
In 
the southwestern part of France, 


not far from the Spanish frontier. Va-. 
cher crept up behind lilm, felled him 
with a heavy stick and then cut his 
.throat. The murderer carried, off the 
the coat of the Marquis and hlj^poek- 
et book, .containing, tsome beml^no.tes. 
He then sought refuge -In SpsJn. 


In January of the present year Va- 
cher made a furious assault .on a war- 
den of the '-prison at Lyons, where he 
was confined, a-nd almost'beat him to 
death before the prison guards could 
c-v e rp o w e r, htzn.

Father Walsh was lying in bed in his 
night raiment, dead.

The verdict was an unexpected one to 
he general public and the excitement 
t created was intense. 
Mrs. Botkin swooned, shortly after 


hearing her fate pronounced and later 
during the night she shrieked and sob- 
bed in her cell. She had expected ac- 
quittal, or at least a disagreement and 
her 
sharp rebuke to her attorney, 


Frank McG-owan was: 


"Why didn't yu give me an Ameri- 


can jury? I told you to give me an 
American jury."

vherj sentence is to be prpnnunced by 
Judge Carroll Cook. At this time the 
question of the jurisdiction of a Cali- 
fornia court in a. murder trial, when 
thp crime was committed in Delaware, 
will be raised. 


After an impartial charga by Judge 


Cook, the reading of which consumed 
an hour and twelve minutes, the case 
was given to the jurors at 5:08 P. II. 
The jury at once retired and elected 
Juror Kennedy, foreman. Word was 
then sent back that the twelve tried 
men

deliberating upon a. verdict. As a con- 
sequence they left the City Hall, re- 
turning again at 7 o'clock. 


The first ballot stood ten for hang- 


ng and two for life imprisonment. The

Mrs. Botkin was within one vote of 
the gallows.

In her prison cell later Mrs. Botkin 


made a brief statement between her 
sobs: 


"Is this our 'American justice to maka 


me—a woman—a scapegoat?" she said. 
"But, however shocked and dlsappolnt-i 
ed I may be tonight, I am not discour- 
aged. I yet feel that I shall be vin- 
dicated. The verdict does not termi- 
nate the matter. 


"The public will one day know that 


I am not the eort of woman the verdict 
of this jury would lead the people to 
believe. 
I can now do nothinff but 
wait my time, trusting in a higher jus- 
tice than was understood by the twelve 
men who were intrusted with the high 
duty of passing on a human life."

Heats Irons in Cold Water. 


One wire at the electric circuit passes 
oped through the 'introduction of elec- 
tricity into ev&ry-day affairs ds a forge 
made for bench use for the heating of 
soldering Irons of llgh't pieces of metal, 
where the- hea'tlng Is accomplished -by 
plunging the article to be heated into 
a tray of water. Nothing could be im- 
agined -more condratictory of one's pre- 
conceived Ideas than this procedure, 
and yet to the electrician it is perfectly 
staple. Ho ctn'akes the proper 
connec- 


tions, plunges his Iron Into the water, 
and pretty soon -the'Iron will glow un- 
der water and then to turn red or white 
hot, just like he desires -It for working. 
When he set through working -the Iron 
he may plunge It into the water again 
and cool It with a "a'aa" as expeditlous- 
ly as ho could in a.ny other tank of 
water. This curious forge is made 
as 


follows: The tank .Is of wood or any 
other substance which will hold water 
and not from an electrical conductor. 
One wire of the electric tlrcuit passes 
to the -bottom of the tank, where It is 
connected to a plate of me-aal 
which 


lies there. Over this plate water, pre*. 
ferably saturated witih salt,-fills 
the- 
tank nearly.to the top and serves -to 
conduct the current to whatever object 
is :to be heated. Nothing could be bet- 
ter for this purpose, for the water nat- 
urally closes all about the object and 
fits It on every side. The other end of 
the current-conducting wire is fastened 
to the tngs or led to a metal frame 
work at ithe edge of tihe tank on which 
the tongs.or the shank of .a soldering 
iron He when it is to be heated. The 
moment the object to bo heated 
is 
p'.ung-ad into .water a current -passes 
irom the water through the object and 
at the came moment some of the water 
s decomposed by electrolytic 
action. 


The nitrogine of the water-becomes elec- 
trified and adheres to the object to be 
heated and forms a film of gas, which 
separates flhe object completely from 
tho water, while at ithe same time this 
gas forms such an obstruction .to the 
passage of the electric current that the 
energy of -the current is -turned into 
heat.—New York Sun.
